SANTO DOMINGO’S HURRI- 
CANE DEATH TOLL 1500 


Santo Domingo, Sept. 6.— 
Relief agencies speeding to the 
assistance of this stricken city 
today encountered conditions 
of horror which have been ac- 
centuated rather than mitigat- 
ed since the storm Wednesday. 

Between 1,500 and 2,000 per- 
sons, it is estimated now, died 
in the hurricane which swept 
Santo Domingo, cradle of the 
white race in the new world, 
Wednesday. More than 5,000 
were injured, 30,000 are home- 
less and of 10,000 buildings but 
400 are left standing. Property 
damage will pass $20,000,000. 

Washington, D. C., Sept. 5.— 
(A. P.) — Captain. Antonia 
Silva, Red Cross official, today 
reported 1,000 persons killed, 
2,500 persons injured, 4,7000 
homes destroyed, 5,200 homes 
damaged, and 29,000 persons 
homeless as the result of the 
Caribbean hurricane in Santo 
Domingo city. 

All Crops Destroyed 

Pointe Pitre, Guadeloupe, 
Sept. 6—(AP.)—An__ official 
report received today from the 
Leeward island of Dominica re- 
lated that the hurricane of 
Monday destroyed all crops on 
the island, sank all vessels in 
the harbor and killed two per- 
sons. 

Ancient Cathedral Safe 

Among the few buildings left 
standing in the city by the 
wind, which it is said attained 
a velocity of 180 miles an hour, 
were the 400-year-old cathedral 
and other old Spanish build- 
ings. The reported tomb of 
Columbus inside the cathedral 
also was not touched. 

Reports from the northern 
section of the republic were 
that damage there was not so 
heavy as ins Santo Domingo. 
The cities of Santiago De Los 
Caballeros, La Vega and Puerto 
Plats were not damaged at all.

MARKETING GEESE 


The time to prepare geese 
for market is when the weath- 
er turns cold in the fall. state 
poultry experts of the Domin- 
ion Denartment of Agriculture. 
They should then be taken off 
pasture and those selected for 
market should be placed in 
small penned enclosures, pro- 
vided with plenty of water and 
grit and kept clean. They 
should be fed heavily on whole 
corn, the best medium for the 
fattening of geese, and about 
two weeks’ heavy feeding 
should fit them for market. 
Twenty-four hours before kill- 
ing geese should be starved, 
but given plenty of water. Care 
should be used in plucking, the 
dry or steam methods being 
recommended, for the reason 
that the feathers are particul- 
arly valuable, bringing as much 
as 60 cents per nound. The 
dressed bird should be rubbed 
over with a damn cloth and set 
aside to cool. The twelve-bird 
box makes a desirable market 
package,

The chief North American out- 
let is work, Through love, man 
may gain leisure. It is a good 
check of both intoxication and 
work. It is not a bad idea to 
mix the three about even. 

Dr. Fiske is psychologically 
sound in’ saying that wine 
women and work constitute the 
three great emotional outlets. 
The learned doctor, however, 
sidesteps a very consequential 


point when he neglects to com- 


pare the efficacy of the three, 

Nor does he make himself 
clear on the matter of intoxica- 
tion. One may slug himself 
into a state of semi-coma by 
over-indulgence in food or 


drugs just as well as by over- 
indulgence in alcohol. 

But no matter what kind of 
intoxication is meant, the 
wearied person who seeks re- 
laxation by that route must re- 
member the old scientific 
axiom that “action and reac- 
tion are equal and opposite.” 

In short, intoxication, as an 
emotional outlet, carries with it 
the penalty of exacting a pound 


of pain for every pound of 
pleasure. 

Work, too, when undertaken 
solely as a means of blowing 


off emutional steam, is likely 
to become a mere opiate. Pro-

POISONOUS 
HAVE 


MUSHROOMS 
DANGER SIGNALS 


The popular theory that any 
mushroom which peels readily 
is fit to eat is exploded by W, 
S. Odell, Mycologist of the 
Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture. “A strange fact is 
that the poisonous classes peel 
quite as readily as do the edible 
varieties” observes Mr. Odell. 
lhere are only two classes of 
poisonous mushrooms, and a 
simple, scientific test tells one 
in a@ moment just which these 
are,” 

The two poisonous classes of 
mushrooms are the Fly Amin- 
ita and the Destroying Angel, 
or Death Cap. Each of these 
has three distinguishing marks 
White gills underneath the 
cap; a collar at the top of the 
stem and a series of rings or a 
cap at the base. The Fly 
Aminita, in addition, has a bril- 
orange cap as an added 
danger signal. 

The display of mushrooms 
at the Dominion Experimental 
Farms Exhibit at the Canadian 
National Exhibition at  Tor- 
onto this year proved a highly 
interesting attraction. Only 46 
varieties of edible mushrooms 
were displaved, however, ow- 
ing to the drought which has 
prevailed over a large section 
of the country. Last year the 
display featured 92 edible var- 
ieties. Mr. Odell states that, 
given a few showers in the near 
future, a bountiful supply of 
mushrooms would be available 
for the picking.

skin infections. 

The skin is also the means 
by which the constant empera- 
ture of the body is maintained. 
Through perspiration, the skin 
increases evaporation and the 
dissipation of heat. It is de- 
sirable to keep the skin clean, 
in order to enable it to do its 
best work. 

The number of baths indicat- 
ed for any individual depends 
upon his mode of life and the 
season of the year. The person 
who perspires freely as a re- 
sult of his work, or on account 
of the heat, should take a warm 
bath daily. Two warm baths 
a week are advisable for every- 
one. 

In addition to keeping the 
skin clean, baths have other 
good effects. A cool bath each 
morning is, to many people, 
stimulating and desirable. 
There are others who do not 
react well to a cool or cold bath, 
and who are chilled by it. Such 
individuals should avoid cool 
baths as they are harmful for 
them. 

As we have said, in most 
cases a healthy skin is secured 
by a healthy mode of living 
and by cleanliness. Skin con- 
ditions which do not respond 
to such care require medical 
treatment. 

A healthy skin mirrors good 
health and is a personal asset 
that cannot be secured except 
through proper living.

FALL PIGS 
The prospect of having to 


cary fall pigs through a long

While 
it must be admitted that in the 
prairie provinces there is the 
possibility of long and severe 


winters which may cause the 
fall pigs to make sloy id com- 
pa ly eN vains;

which are free from draughts 
and well ventilated if they are 
to make the maxiumu of 
feed consumed, It requires a 
little more feed to produce 100 
pounds of gain on fall pigs than 
on spring pigs but pri for 
the fall pigs average suf nt- 
ly higher to render them on the 
average, a little more profit- 
able than spring pigs. 
Expensive and elaborate pig- 
geries for housing fall pigs are 
unnecessary. Colony houses 
have proven very satisfactory 


use 


shelters for fall pigs at the 
Dominion Experimental  Sta- 
tion, Lacombe, Alberta. The 


6 by 8 feet and 4 feet to the 
eaves gable type portable 
colony house has been found to 
be considerably better for 
housing fall pigs than the 
larger and more expensive per- 
manent piggery. This state- 
ment assumes, of course, that 
the pigs in the colony house are 
kept dry and well bedded and 
that the feed trough, or self 
feeder is sheltered to some ex- 
tent from severe winds. 

The plan, followed at the La- 
combe Station is to place the 
cabins side by side and crate 
and bank them to the eaves 
with straw, leaving the fronts 
open and facing the south. <A 
sheet of sacking or similar ma- 
terial hung over the door 
breaks the wind and provides 


suitable protection for the 
doorway. The feeding lot 
which adjoins each cabin is 


large enough to provide space 
for limited exercise and the 
feed trough or self feeder. The 
6 by 8 feet colony house will 
accommodate from eight to ten 
fall pigs comfortably. If more 
than eight or ten pigs are to- 
gether they often pile up dur- 


ing cold weather and those 
underneath become too warm 
and damp with steam; then 


when coming out to feed they 
suffer from the cold, 

At the Lacombe Station the 
colony house has also been a 
successful method of housing 
the early spring litter. The sow 
furrows in the main piggery, 
and as soon as the youngsters 
are from ten days to two weeks 
old, if the weather is not too 
severe, the sow and litter are 
moved outside to one of the 
cabins above mentioned where 
they may take exercise outside.

CURING PORK 


Temperature is an important 
factor in the home curing of 
pork observe experts of the 
Dominion Department of Agri- 
culture. The meat ceases to 
take salt when the temperature 
falls below 36 Fahrenheit. 
Therefore, dry curing to be suc- 
cessful must be done in a room 
in which the temperature does 
not long remain below. this 
point In brine curing care 
must be taken to avoid fermen- 
tation which occurs when the 
temperature rises above 45 F., 
and also to see that the temper- 
ature of the room does not drop 
below 35 F. It is also well to 
freshen brine frequently as 
this tends to prevent fermen- 
tation. Detailed instructions 
in the home curing of pork and 
other meats is available free 
of charge on application to the 
Department at Ottawa.

THE BACON CYCLE 


“The production of hogs in 
Canada at the present time is 
at the low point in the produc- 
tion cycle,” state the Live 
Stock Branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture. 
Current supplies, and supplies 
in prospect are not more than 
sufficient to meet a very ac- 
tive home demand. It is noted, 
however, that there has been 
very little falling off in hog 
production, but rather that 
supplies have failed to keep 
pace with a growing domestic 
consumption. There are signs 
at the present time that the 
coming year may show a sub- 
stantial increase in bacon pro- 
duction while at the same time 
the re-adjustment of prices 
may result in the resumption 
of bacon exports.
